Harrison D. Barrett, chairman of 
Committee on President’s Report, 
presented their report. After read- 
ing the report as a whole, each arti- 
cle was taken up separately and 
passed upon. 

The only sections which caused 
any opposition were Articles IX and 
X, relating to Ordination. 

Secretary Whitney led a strong 
fight against the adoption of these 
articles, on the grounds of injustice 
to those ministers who have received 
ordination at the hands of the State 
Association; and also as a protest 
against the arbitrary action of the 
National in passing legislation at its 
last convention abridging the free- 
dom of action on the part of State 
Associations. 

Efforts were made to have the 
two articles stricken out, also to 
have them laid upon the table till 
the next annual convention. Both 
were unsuccessful and the report as 
a whole, was finally adopted. 

The discussion was not ended till 
after the hour for the noon recess. 

Following are the principal points 
in the report: 

The same highly commends the 
president’s report and suggested its 


publication entire (See SUNFLOWER, * 


June 18), approving of all he said 
therein, and recommends that Spir- 


itualists rise above party lines in — 
‘defense of their cause. It also rec- 


ommends that the rules of the N. S. 
A. respecting ordination be adopted 
by the State organization from the 
12th of September on, and that no 
further ordinations be granted until 
that date. Furthermore, that a 
census of the Spiritualists of New 
York State be secured; that more 
interest be taken in the Lyceum 
work; closing with a recommenda- 
tion that a special vote of thanks 
be given to President H. W. Rich- 
ardson, signed by H. D. Barrett, 
Mrs. E.N. Travis, Leo Manger, Mrs. 
Mary, A. Southwick, Mrs. Addie 
Cooper.

upon their merits for the work of 


the Spirit world, has been mooted 
by some of our Spiritualists. I 
have been appealed to for my 
opinion on this subject, which I 
herein unhesitatingly express. I 
am utterly opposed to the forma- 
tion of any such examining com- 
mittee, and I believe, that should 
the N. S. A. board of trustees or its 
executive committee volunteer to 
act as such, it would be the death 
blow of that Institution. My 
reasons for the opinions are as 
follows: Mediumship is a God-given 
gift, it cannot be acquired by hand 
work or industrial methods like 
learning a trade, such as watch- 
making, engineering etc—A me- 
dium is born, not made, particulary 
a speaker—but if a person is nota 
medium from birth, you might as 
well try and make a silk purse from 
a swine’s ear as to make a genuine 


medium—or a bridge ‘between the 


two worlds—eut of a person not 
born with mediumistic qualities. 

It is almost impossible to do jus- 
tice to mediums at all times; some# 
times the medium might appear be- 
fore the examining committee and 
give beautiful and convincing tests, 
at another time, he, orshe might 
utterly fail because the conditions 
are bad. Outside forces and persons 
throw their shadows over sensitives, 
or over one of the members of the 
committee, and absolutely destroy 
for the time being, all possibility of 
getting satisfactory proof of the 
genuineness of the medium and of 
his, or her powers. There are very 
few Spiritualists and scientists, who 
are qualified to act onan examining 
committee—for very few people un- 
derstand mediumship and its won- 
derful subtle forces. It took me 
years, years of close study and 
observation, to learn the whys and 
wherefors of certain manifestations 
and expressions and controls of 
certain trance mediums who it was 
my privilege to have in my employ- 
ment, just for the purpose of inves- 
tigating Spiritualism, in its various 
and I confess truthfully, 
that many times during the first 
years of my experience, I, the would 
be investigator, who thought “he 
was doing the wise thing, was act- 
ually assisting evil inclined spirits 
to destroy or hinder the true in- 
tention of the work of the Spirit 
bands of the medium, instead of 
assisting them in their good- labors 
as I meant to do. 

Most Spiritualists think ‘they 
know all about Spiritualism, when 
the fact is, that 90% of them hardly 
know the first letter of the alpha- 
bet, and in their conceit, they will 
never realize it untill they pass 
from earth and see the grave mis- 
takes they have made. 

The executive committee of the 
N.S. A. board of trustees, is too 
busy a body to be hindered with 
the work of playing examining com- 
mittee for speakers and mediums; 
I, for one have no time to give for 
such work, and if I had I would 
decline to serve, because it seems to 
me like an inquisition and an insult, 
to every genuine medium, the most 
of whom would disdain to report 
for examination, and justly do, be- 


. cause many of them are but poorly 


paid at best, and to demand them 
in the midst of their many burdens

Let Spiritualists be men and wo 


men of common sense and judge- 
ment, and not whine when they — 
learn that they do not know every- 


thing. Don’t ask a committee to 


do what you should do for yourself, — 
It is cowardly and © 


test the spirit. 
selfish to ask others to do for ye 
what you can do for yourself, an 
especially. as you can educate your- 
self at the same time. 

It strikes me that some of the 
good people who are crying to the 
N.S. A. to appoint inveStigating 
committees, are of the very class 
who never donate even a dime to 
the good work and the worthy 
objects of the National Association, 
even as some of the greatest talkers 
at our conventions, promise great 
things, but never redeem their 
word. But to go on. 

I do not wish it to appear that I 
am excusing fraud, or condoning 
trickery, far be it from my desire. 
I know that frauds and impostors 
are in our ranks, but I cannot see 
that the proposed remedy will fit 
the case. Kindly show me any 
religion or profession which holds no 
frauds among its advocates, and yet 
we mingle with them every day and 
and wrestle with them in business 
transactions, but we do not, and 
cannot ask the Government to ap- 
point committees to protect us in 


our daily walks of life. We have to 
depend on ourselves, and after 
having been “Taken in” half a 


dozen times we have our eye teeth 
cut, and are able to take care of 
ourselves against every fake and 
fraud. 

No Sir, I most positively disfavor 
an examining committee It will 
not reduce the number of fakes in 
mediumship, but it will be an af- 
front to our honest workers, who, 
knowing the truth of their medium- 
ship, would disdain to appear be- 
fore such a body—you might get a 
lot of frauds to appear, for they 
would have much-to gain and noth- 
ing to lose by their appearence, for 
if they made a favorable showing 
by hoodwinking the committee, they 
would be indorsed, and if they were 
proven to be frauds, they would 
simply change the scene of their 
labors and their names, and go on 
as before.

- bery (whether in the form"of goods 

or virtue) or anything in discord 
with natural law., Asa guilty con- 
science robs the soul of its tranquil- 
ity, so it becomes restless and affects 

“mortals similarly—this disturbed 
condition of mind betraying what 
may be known as, arrogance, crime, 
ora perverted will, and makes the 
spirit impotent or disorganized com- 
patible with the wrong committed. 
Thus the nervous or restless state. 

On the other hand, purified, be- 
-nevolent and honest spirits throw 

out animating, cheerful and tran- 
quilizing influences. 

A spirit freed from sensualism an- 
imates the communicant; and if in- 
tellectual besides, inspires him. One 

freed from selfishness cheers; and if

Not by his exterior but his in- 
terior must we judge a man’s char- 
acter. Phrenology „and physiog-

ingthe young soul, But education, 

vironment, experience, etc., -may 
' op anentirely different being 
to what it was at birth. Of course 
some souls never progress, and re- 
main just as they were precipitated 
into this life. But this is except- 
jonal, and we may see a brute ora 
murderer originating from spir- 
itual-minded parents, and a` genius 
arising from obscurity or a very 
common parentage. One may be 
due to pre-natal conditions—often 
an effect of but a momentary im- 
pulse on part of the mother, or ill 
humor, intemperance or aggrava- 
tion on part of the father, superin- 
duced by disappointment, a lodge 
Supper or business troubles; and the 
other alike momentary high im- 
pulse, spiritual aspiration or a long- 
ing for truth—probably due to in- 
spiration from a higher source asa 
future blessing to worthy parents or 
conditions prepared by spirits for 
the world’s good; as humilty or 
obscurity seems to be the needed 
groundwork for the making of good 
menor women. Thus we can not 
judge the interior by externals. 
Pschychometry, therefore, becomes 
the only absolute science by which 
to test the individual, and thus 
does not lie, though much may be 
denied thru lack of proof, and the 
absence of self-knowledge by the one 
psychometrized. But on the whole, 
it is reliable, and should be made a 
factor in all law cases—the sooner 
the better.

TESTING THE MEDIUMS. 


This question seems to come to 
the surface semi-occasionally like a 
panic, or upon the discovery of some 
fake having robbed our mediums of 
their reputation. Thus the clamor 
for certified mediumship, which de- 
mand honest mediums naturally re- 
sent, 

Of course, should this demand 
obtain, and mediums refuse to be 
tested or to exercise their gift for 


the public cause on account of this 


demand, what then? It would be 
something like the play of Hamlet 
with the principal character removed. 

But still, there is a way of settling 
‘this matter wit the personal in- 
vestigation that some cry for and 
perhaps to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. 

It is a fact that mittens are ye 
ing constantly tested in public by 
skeptics and still give wonderful re- 
sults. Whyshould not-these results 
answer all the purposes? Mediums 
cannot object to this, even if they 
so desired. And what should pro- 
hibit a well-meaning investigating 
committee from obtaining even bet- 
ter results than skeptics under like 
conditions? 

But as there are already a large 
number, who have been thus tested 
and publicly endorsed, why not ac- 
cord these a diploma without further 
palaver? 

Mediumship thus recognized, would 
perhaps be the only true way and 
perhaps the only one accepted by 
the public at large. 

lf mediums were prepared at col- 
leges like orthodox ministers, or 
physicians,fa systematic examina- 
tion would be in order. But where 
no such system can be instituted we 
cannot go beyondjthe question mor- 
ally. That may be insisted upon, and 
which no honest medium either fears 
or opposes—only that the examiners 
will need be careful how they pass 
judgment; for mediumship is a law 
of nature that brooks neither tri- 
fling nor personal feeling in the 


matter.

The Light Cure. 


It was rumered rot long ago that 
one of the five $40,000 Nobel prizes 
would be awarded to Finsen, whose 
-light cure has made him world fa- 
Altho the statement is not 
true, thee is no reason why Finsen 
may not be honored when the award 
is again made. It has not long 
been known that there are certain 
rays of the spectrum which act as 
germicides ; these are the visible violet 


and invisible ultra-violet rays. Finsen ~ 


devised an electric apparatus which 
would give an abundance of violet 
and ultra-violet rays. The disorder 
which has been most readily treated 
by Finsen is Tuberculosis of the 
skin, called by medical men lupus 
vulgaris. In aspecial hospital, which 
has been established in Copenhagen, 
known as the Finsen Institute, 456 
cases were treated up to the close of 
1900. The treatment was necessar- 
ily severe, since few patients requir- 
ed 20 sittings of an hour each—one 
daily—while many needed from 300 
to 500.—Scientific American.

Morris Pratt Institute Convention. 


At the convention of the M. P. I. 
Association , held in Whitewater, 
Wisconsin, June 4th, some good 
work was done for the future of the 
Institute, and towards establishing 
education as an important factor in 
Spiritualism. 

The vacancies on the board of 
directors, occasioned by the resig- 
nation of Mr. A. Thompson and 
Mr. ©. L. Stevens because of ina- 
bility to serve on account of business 
demands, were filled by the election 
of Dr. Geo, B. Warne of Chicago, 
Ill., and Mr. John D. Vale of Marshal- 
town Ia., both of them competent 
men, and giving to the school the 
strength of an efficient board of 
directors, 

The old officers were reelected, 
adding to the executive committee 
Dr. Geo, B, Warne. 

The Secretary's Report showed 
old bills all paid with the exception 
of two hundred and fifty dollars that 
was hired one year ago to meet 
urgent demands, a bill of three 
hundred eighty nine dollars for fuel 
and repairs on roof, and one hun- 
dred fifty for- furniture, leaving a 
total balance of eight hundred 
eighty nine dollars, All running 
expenses for the year had been 
met except the bill for fuel, and 
some of the old bill paid that were 
carried over from last year to more 
than balance that. 

_ The number of students enroll 
during the entire year was seven- 
teen. Four of the first years’ class 
graduated with honors and received 
diplomas, which will be an endorse- 
ment from the Institute as to their 
ability and a recommendation for 
them to Spiritualists wherever 
they may present them. We pre- 
dict that this class of 1904 will go 
forth in the power of the spirit, 
embued with the knowledge they 
have gained during the two years 
study and” association with the 
higher psychic forces, and become 
leaders and teachers of these grand 
truths so in demand in all parts of 
the country. The names of the 
graduates are, Miss Agness Chaffee, 
Miss Alfa Bullock, Miss Amelia 
Pfenning and Mr. B. K., Bowen, 

An officer to be known as Finan- 
cial Agent wascreated and Mrs. C. 
L. Stewart appointed to fill it, The 
duty of this office will be to solicit 
funds for the Institute both public- 
ly and privately, and she will visit 
different sections of the country for 
that purpose, and will call upon 
those who are interested in the 
cause of education and Spiritualism 
for any assistnce they may give. 

School will open September 27th 
1904 and it is hoped there will be a 
large attendance. The term was 
shortened to 34 weeks instead of 36 
and -board and room fixed at $3.50 
instead of $3.00 per week. Cata- 
logues will soon be ready, persons 
wishing them can address either the 
president or secretary and they will 
be sent at once.
